Now, with your Bibles opened to the first chapter of the. 
book of Romans, may I remind you that Romans is a “court” 
book. There are sixteen chapters of judicial decrees issued 
from the bench of the supreme court of heaven. The/theme 
of Romans is found in the first chapter, verses 16 and 17: 


“For I am not ashamed of the 


power of God unto salvation to every one that believeth; to 
the Jew first, and also to the Greek.” And then beginning at 
chapter one, verses 18 to 32, we find a general bill of indict- 
ment against the entire human race, twenty-one counts are 
listed in this indictment showing the need for that gospel.

In chapter two we find Paul, 
speaking to two classes of human- 
ity: first, those who esteem them- 
selves better than those whose sins 
are so outstanding or so scarlet 
as pictured in chapter one; and

up by saying that these two clas- 
ses also need the gospel.

This afternoon for our meditation, for our information, 
for our inspiration, there are two verses of Scripture I should 
like to bring to your minds. You will find them in the twen- 
tieth chapter of the gospel according to John, the last two 


verses, verses 30 and 31, 


“And many other signs truly did Jesus in the presence of his disci- 
ples, which are not written in this book: 

“But these are written, that ye might believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God, and that believing, ye might have life through his 


name." 
Let me read that last verse 


again, 


“But these are written (these things right here in this blessed gospel) 


— these are written, that ye _migh 


t believe that Jesus is the Christ, 


the Son of God; and that believing, ye might have life through his 


name.’ « 


You know when I first became 
a Christian—it will be eighteen 
years this coming March—I was 
wavering uncertain in my faith. I 
was never sure, until I came across 
this passage of Scripture and an- 
other in the book of Romans, 
where Paul the apostle said, “Faith 
cometh by hearing and hearing by 
the Word of God:” T used to think 
when I first started out on my 
Christian journey (of course I 
wasn’t a preacher for long years 
after I was converted), that this 
having great faith was something 
like Dr. Coue suggested in this 
country years ago. I remember 
when I was a young fellow, he 
came here and told us that if we 
kept on saying often enough, “Day 
by day and in every way I am 
getting prettier and prettier; day 
by day in every way I am getting 
smarter and smarter; day by day 
in every way I am getting better 
and better,” after awhile we would 
get so pretty, they would give us 
all jobs out yonder in Hollywood; 
after awhile we would get so 
smart we would all be elected 
President of the United States; aft- 
er awhile we would get so good 
that we’d need nothing else, that 
this world wouldn’t contain us. 
And some of us were fools enough 
to fall for that so called psych- 
ology. It doesn’t work that way. 
I used to think getting faith was 
like that. You just kept on asking 
for it, kept on talking to yourself 
about it, until after a while you 
had a staunch, firm faith. It will 
not work that way. There is just 
one way to grow in the faith of 
God, in the knowledge of God, and 
that is by the study of God’s Word.

Let me illustrate, You know we 
have all sorts of definitions for 
faith, How many of you believe 
that Jesus Christ died for the sins 
of the world?

Either Isaiah had lost his mind, 
or he was telling something out- 
side of himself, something God had 
given him to say. Now if you were 
to read the prophet Isaiah, as 
many of you have, you would 
know, as well as I do that Isaiah 
was a long way from having lost 
his mind. So surely he must have

About the same time, a little 
later or a little earlier, another 
prophet by the name of Micah, 
made this statement. He said, “But 
thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though 
thou be little among the thousands 
of Judah, yet out of thee shall he 
come forth unto me that is to be 
ruler in Israel; whose goings forth 
have been from of old, from ever- 
lasting.” (Micah 5:2). Now how 
did Micah, seven or eight hundred

Listen. Take the pastor of any 
church in this town—and they are 
good men, true men, you have 
confidence in them, Supposing you 
saw that pastor day by day, week

Why, the atheist, the in- 
fidel, the idolator, the unbelieving 
Jew, the unbelieving Gentile, all 
of them, the whole universe, lay 
the palm at the feet of Jesus in 
the matter of his keen, inerrant, 
spiritual understanding of God and 


man. * 

Where did this Man get it all? 
You say as one man told me, a 
Jewish Rabbi, “I will tell you 
where He got it. He was a Jew. 
He was brilliant. The Jews are 
notedly a religious people.’”’..1 said, 
“Rabbi, that is true, but why have- 
n’t the Jews produced another Je- 
sus in all of these years? They 
have Einstein. Just think of the 
giant Einstein. Why, they have 
Weizmann, (Some of these names 
may not be familiar to you, but 
one. of the most brilliant men in 
the world is Rabbi Stephen Wise 
in New York). But why is it Rab- 
bi, that there is no man that the 
Jews have ever produced not even 
Moses, or any other man for that 
matter, in the ages that have past, 
since the times of the Nazarene, 
who can in the slightest compare 
with this Jesus?’’ No, my friends, 
the knowledge that the Lord Christ 
had was not His own because He 
was a brilliant Jew. It came to 
Him from God. It was inherent 
in Him. He did not learn it from 
other men. It came to him by di- 
rect revelation from God. He was 
divine. His life’s story abundantly 
proves it. 

Let us think of the death of 
this Man, as I hurry on. He didn’t 
have to die. He stood before Caia- 
phas and Caiaphas said, “I swear 
you in, Tell me, are you the Son 
of God?” And He said, “Yes,’’ He 
knew that Caiaphas would destroy 
Him. He stood before Pilate, and 
Pilate said, “Art thou the king of 
the Jews?” And he said, “Thou 
sayest.”’ Now either one of two 
things is true; either Jesus was 
crazy, either Jesus.was mad, or 
He was the -Sen of God. You can 
take your choice: I have taken 
mine eighteen years ago.

|. This Does Not Mean That Foot-’ 


Washing Should Be a Church 


Ceremony, a Religious Rite. 


Some good people have believed 
that Jesus meant to establish here 
a church ‘ordinance’, to give an 
official ceremony to be regularly 
repeated in the church services. 
Such people have sometimes come 
to church after carefully bathing 
their feet and putting on clean 
hose at home, and then to show 
their humility (!) Christians with 
carefully chosen partners, have 
publicly washed feet that did not 
need washing, as a symbol of their 
brotherly love and humility. But 
such humility has often turned to 
pride. And poor people who may 
have needed physical care did not 
get it and faulty Christians who 
needed their spiritual feet washed, 
needed to be restored to fellowship 
with God and men, were neglected. 
That is not what Jesus is teach- 
ing here. Jesus clearly did not in- 
tend to set up a ceremonial rite 
to be observed officially in the 


churches, 


Several evidences might be giv- 
en to show that this was not the 
Saviour’s intentions. However, 
three conclusive ones are men- 
tioned here. 


First, Jesus plainly said here that 
“ye also ought to wash one an- 
other’s feet, that is far different 
from a public show of the whole 
church. Here we are _ instructed 
that one Christian ought to be per- 
fectly willing to wash the feet that 
are diry and need it. And this com- 
mand ought to cover other per- 
sonal attentions and services such 
as the servant might do for his 
master. This means holding our 
brother’s coat for him, or it means 
waiting on him when he is sick, 
or it. means shining his shoes, or 
pushing his car, or serving him 
with meals. Jesus taught here per- 
‘sonal service, in humility, one 
Christian for another Christian. 

Second, the principal meaning is 
certainly spiritual. Jesus did not 
primarily wash the disciples’ feet 
to remove physical dirt. Rather, 
He was teaching them the blessed 
lesson that all Christians need 
their spiritual, feet washed; that 
we need to come to Christ in daily 
confession of our sins, to have 
cleansing and forgiveness. So it 
was not a literal rite, but a deep- 
ly spiritual lesson He intended to 
teach. © 


Third, and nnaneeerabie. is the 
well known fact that these dis- 
ciples themselves did not under- 
stand Jesus to mean that they 
should have foot-washing as a 
church ceremony. There is not a 
record, not a hint of any New 
Testament church having such a 
ceremony. These apostles under- 
stood Jesus perfectly; they knew 
He was not setting up a chufch 
ceremony, a religious rite. 


2. Christians Need the Humility 


That Serves. 


Jesus taught us here, not a pro- 
fessional humility, but the genuine 
h ity of a servant who, out of 
love and duty, takes on the menial 
tasks. How well good ' mothers 
sometimes learn this lesson toward 
their children! How many million 
of mothers have taken it as a com- 
monplace duty, even a privilege, 
to wash the filthy clothes of their 
babies, to pick up after their chil- 


_dren, to wash and cook and clean 


house and be the unpaid servants 
of their own children! Oh, may 
Christians learn this secret, one to- 
ward another, “Submitting your- 
selves one to another in the fear 
of God” (Eph. 5:21).

One English minister, 
accustomed to having the servant 
shine his shoes after they were 
put. outside his bedroom door, in 
England, set his shoes in the hall 
at Moody Bible Institute where he 
was quartered. The great D. L. 
Moody, the most.famous preacher 
in the world at the time, with all 
the enormous weight of vast en- 
terprises resting upon him, took 
the English minister’s shoes and 
shined them and returned them to 
their place outside his door! 


Elisha, as a servant poured wa- 
ter on the hands of Elijah. Timo- 
thy, Epaphroditus and Philemon, 
acted as secretaries for Paul, and 
wrote his letters, tradition tells us. 
And the saintly Paul himself, 
meantime, was servant to all, that 
by all means he might win some. 


May God give us the humility to. 


be servants, Often real humility 
and Christ-likeness is shown bet- 
ter by carrying a fellowman’s 
packages, by helping do a sick 
woman’s washing, or sitting up 
with a sick neighbor who cannot 
pay a hospital bill, than it is shown 
by testifying in prayer salen, or 
singing in the choir! 


3. But Primarily, Christians are to 
Wash One Another's Spiritual 
Feet. 


We are to forgive erring Chris- 
tians, we are to count them still 
our beloved brothers and sisters, 
we are to help restore them to the 
fellowship of men, and to fellow- 
ship with God.~ 

We had as well acknowledge the 
fact that all Christians walk in a 
dirty world and need day by day 
to confess their sins. and failures 
and be cleansed anew. What shall 
be the attitude of a Christian to- 
ward Christians who fail, who do 
not live as Christians ought, who 
bring reproach on the cause of 
Christ? Certainly, the first aim 
and effort of a Christian in such 
cases is to seek to wash the dirty 
feet, that is, seek to help the er- 
ring one to see and forsake the 
way that is wrong, or the sin into 
which he may have, unawares, fal- 
len, tempted and trapped by Sa- 
tan. Oh, how wicked it is to hurt 
an immature Christian, to discour- 
age him, to dis-fellowship him! Je- 
sus said apout little children and 
young. Christians, “But whoso shall 
offend one of these little ones 
which believe in me, it were better 
for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and that 
he were drowned in the depth of 
the sea” (Matt. 18:6). And in the 
same eighteenth chapter of Mat- 
thew Jesus tells us that one who 
receives one such child Christian 
in His name, receives the Lord Je- 
sus, tells us how the shepherd 
seeks a lost sheep, and tells us 
that if our brother shall trespass 
against us, there is a sweet plan 
to gain the brother. First, “go and 


tell him his fault between thee 
and him alone.” (vs. 15). Tell no 
one else, bring no charges, hold 
no grudges. Go see your brother 
and try to gain.him. Second, if 
he will not hear you, take two or 


three others with .you and try to 
win him, before the matter is tak- 


en to the church. And remember 
that the object all the time is not 
to vindicate yourself, but to ‘gain 
thy brother.’ That plan will not 
work if it is to “get even.” That 
plan will not work if it is to vin-

29, 5 had signed the page out 
of the tract while they were 
at Huntsville, Texas, before 
they were moved to Sugar- 
land, so out of the 29, 18 had 
signed the slip. 

“Today from Huntsville 
main prison came 3 direct, 
one signing the page and re- 
questing Bible for himself and 
two others, who have evidently 
accepted the Lord, of which I 
will find out later when I write 
to them. So the total num- 
ber of those who have accep- 
ted the Lord this week is 63 
less the 5 who signed up at 
Huntsville, making net 58. Of 
this 58, 45 sent in signed pages 
out of your booklet. My, this 
is wonderful; the Holy Spirit 
is moving on these boys, and 
really it has only started. 
Must have some 400 to 450 
who have accepted the Lord 
in the past 7 or 8 months, 
more possibly than all the 
churches in San Antonio. Well, 
we do praise the Lord and 
thank Him for allowing us to 
share in this wonderful work, 
for we give Him all the praise 
and glory. 

‘Now for some more won- 
derful news, In one of my pre- 
vious letters I spoke of the 
formation of the Prisoners’ 
Christian Association at one 
of the Units, Central No. 2, 
Sugarland, Texas, where Hugh 
Kennedy is head school teach- 
er. It was their own idea to 
band together, so they sent me 
a draft of about what they 
thought their pledge should be 
and from the draft I had the 
enclosed pledge mimeo- 
graphed. 

“They wanted a button to 
wear, and I submitted them 
titles of a dozen. buttons, 
which I found could be ob- 
tained from Cook Publishers, 
Elgin, Illinois, and they selec- 
ted the button, “Living for Je- 
sus,” one of the buttons en- 
closed.

“,...I1am really proud of this 
Association so far, Brother Smith. 

I told 
them that we would get new mem- 
bers by getting men to accept 
Christ as their Saviour, and that 
we would get men to accept Christ 
as their Saviour by giving out the 
Word of God. My, they have been 
working, passing out tracts, gos- 
pels, and talking to the boys.

“What about Job? Doesn’t God say 
that he was perfect and upright 
and one. that feared God and es- 
chewed evil?”

here it is. There is none that un- 
derstandeth divine things. Ist Cor- 
inthians 2:9, “But as it is written, 
eye hath not seen.” That eye of 
yours may be the most scientifi- 
cally trained eye to study the de- 
tails of certain things down under 
the magnifying power of the mi- 
croscope, but that eye, unless you 
are born again, can never: under- 
stand nor see spiritual things. “Nor 
ear heard, neither have entered in- 
to the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them 
that love him. But God hath re- 
vealed them unto us by his Spirit.” 
“The natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, be- 
cause they are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” (Ist Corinthians 2:14) 
Now notice, the ‘entrance of the 
Word giveth light.’ No man, I don’t 
care who he is or how mighty he 
may think he is in the realm of 
learning in this old-world of ours, 
unless he be truly born again, he 
cannot. and never will understand 
the things of God. In fact, they 
are foolishness unto him and he 
takes particular delight in smack- 
ing them down. Now, I mean that. 


“There is none that seeketh aft- 
er God,” in Romans the third chap- 
ter. Adam, after he sinned, what 
does he do? ? Filed from the presence 
of God, It is God who does the 
seeking and He comes ‘to seek and 
to save that which is lost.’ 


Again in the third chapter of 
Romans, they have all abandoned 
the way, “they are all gone out of 
the way.” “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned 
everyone to his own way; and the 
Lord has laid on him the iniquity 
of us all” (Isaiah 53:6). And hu- 
manity tonight is out of the way, 
out of the way of approach back 
to God. And Christ came and he 
said, ‘I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh un- 
to the Father, but by me.” They 
are together unprofitable, the 
Judge says. Now listen carefully. 
This may not sound very nice in 
the eyes of society, but here it is. 
This is a word used by the Greeks 
for fruit which has been spoiled, 
literally rotten fruit. The word al- 
so means filthy, You read the fifth 
chapter of Galatians if you want 
to read how filthy mankind, out- 
side of Christ, really is, the works 
of the flesh. 


I!. As a Physician, God Describes 
Man's Condition 

And now the second point of 
those charges, God as a Physician 
examines your throat. The doctor 
looks ‘down the throat. I wonder 
how many of you have ever gone 
to,a doctor and said, “Doctor, I 
just don’t feel so well.” And he 
said, “Well, sit down, open your 
mouth, and say, ‘Ah.’ Let me look 
down your throat.” Oh, and he 
Shakes his head and says, “My, 
that is terrible. We have got to 
do something about that.” And 
now here the Physician looks down 
the throat of the human race, and 
what does He see? What does He 
find? Here it is, the 13th verse: 
“Their throat is an open sepul- 
chre.” My! My! My! Notice what 
He says: Death, decay, moral 
stench not hidden but open, or re- 
vealed in His sight, dead in tres- 
passes and sin and disobedient and 
deserving of the wrath to come. 
The great Physician looks down 
your throat in the natural and 
sees nothing but an open sepulchre 
full of dead men’s bones. 


After looking at your throat, 
why the doctor looks at your ton- 
gue. God says here, “with their 
tongues they have used deceit.” 
Lying tongues. I often wondered 
why God had to write this mes- 
sage to the Epherian church back 
in the early days, that church 
that was so fundamental and was 
so zealous and so out and out for 
the things of God. He said to that 
Ephesian church, ‘Wherefore put- 
ting away lying, speak every man 
truth with his neighbor i ie 5 eae 
no corrupt communication proceed 
out of your mouth, but that which 
is good to the use of edifying, that 
it may minister grace unto the 
hearers” (Eph. 4:25, 29). Then he 
says, “The poison of asps is under 
their lips.” How that little tongue 
can wiggle and waggle 
and talk about its neighbors, and 
‘spread poison down through the 
i i Ay until it — 
a character before God. Why yo 
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The 14th verse, ‘“‘Whose. mouth 
is full of cursing and bitterness.” 
Several years ago when up in the 
mines of Northern California, just 
out of college. (oh, I didn’t know 
the things of God then, and I was 
there working in that mine), there 
was a little Irishman, every word 
it seemed to me was a word of 
cursing. My, what a filthy atmos- 
phere we had there, I found my- 
self falling into that net. “Their 
mouth full of cursing and bitter- 
ness,”’ 

And then “their feet are swift to 
shed blood.” What is happening 
in this old world today? Their feet 
are swift to shed blood. It seems 
that the whole world is a vast 
laboratory, the _ scientists and 
everyone seem to be working fev- 
erishly to invent or to manufac- 
ture something that has death and 
destruction in it. “And.there went 
out another horse that was red: 
and power was given to him that 


Sat thereon to take peace from|: 


the earth, and that they should 
kill one another: and .there was 
given unto him a great sword.” 
(Rev. 6:4). Listen, their feet are 
swift to shed blood. 


l1l. As a Historian, God De- 


scribes the Cause 


Now notice in verses 16 to 18, 
the Historian sums it up. He goes 
back and he looks across the vis- 
ta of the ages, back and ahead, 
and He gives this conclusion, He 
Says, “Destruction and misery are 
in their ways.” You read the sixth 
chapter of Genesis, and as it was 
in the days of Noah, great vio- 
lence, and there will be a repeti- 
tion of those days. “As it was in 
the days of Noe, so shall it be al- 
so in the days of the Son of Man” 
(Luke 17:26). And I, somehow, 
am beginning to feel that we are 
beginning to see the foreshadows of 
that day, the coming of the Son 
of Man. The church will go first 
and then the manifestation of the 
Man of sin and the great tribu- 
lation such as the world has never 
seen and then the Son of Man com- 
ing from Heaven in power and 
great glory. 

Now notice, “And the way of 
peace have they not known.” 
“There is no peace, saith 
the Lord, unto the _ wick- 
ed” (Isaiah 48:22). You may cry, 
“Peace, peace.” You may try to 
legislate peace. You may have a 
United Nations~of the World for 
peace. I want to tell you some- 
thing, there will never be any las- 


iting peace until the Prince of 


Peace comes back. I am giving 
you the truth. “And the way of 
peace have they not known.” 

And then He sums it all up. Why 
such a diagnosis? The reason is 
here in the 18th verse: “There is 
no fear of God before their eyes.” 
I have seen men walking down 
the street cursing God to His face 
with no fear whatever of God in 
their eyes before Him. Oh listen, 
He is coming some day to take 
vengeance on all the ungodly for 
all their ungodly utterances and 
for all their ungodly deeds they 
have committed. 


Conclusion 


But I am thankful that we can 
drop down just a verse or two in 
the third chapter of Romans where 
God says, “But now the righteous- 
ness of God without the law is 
manifested . . even the right- 
eousness of God which is by faith 
of Jesus Christ unto all and up- 
on all them that believe: for there 
is no difference: for all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God: being justified freely by 
his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus.” (Rom. 3: 
21-24). God is holding back the 
day of judgment, “not willing that 
any should perish.” He is sending 
out this glorious message through 
faithful pastors, Sunday School 
teachers, missionaries, Christian 
workers, and He is sayin 
think ye of Christ?” “Be ye rec- 
onciled to me through Jesus 
Christ.” What are you going to 
do if you reject that? How shall 
we escape if we neglect so great} 
salvation? There is no way of es- 
cape, no possible way of escape, 
but the lake of fire. 

Let us bow our heads in prayer.

ties of the weak’’ (Rom. 15:1). 
Even those weak in the faith, that 
is, unsound and untaught in doc- 
trine, we are to receive in our 
churches, just so they do not cause 
disputes ‘and doubts (Rom. 14:1). 
And I Corinthians, chapter 5 
makes it clear that even Christians 


+who have committed the grosser 


sins are not to be dismissed from 
Christian fellowship except when 
they are impenitent and do not 
take rebuke. And that poor man 
mentioned in I Corinthians, chap- 
ter. 5, guilty of fornication with 
his stepmother and excluded from 
church fellowship, was not left 
outside. In II Corinthians 2:5-11 
Paul commands that his sins be 
forgiven since he had repented, 
and the Corinthians Christians 
were besought, “that ye would con- 
firm your love toward him.” They 
washed his spiritual feet, .That is, 
they forgave him, they helped him 
to be restored to the followship of 
Christians and the intimate com- 
munion and joy with his heavenly 
Father, as a wayward child come 
home. Oh, Christian, let us wash 
the feet of those about us, with. 
humility, with tears, with compas- 
sion, with forgiveness. Let us love 
and restore them as we would have 
others do to us in our many fail- 
ures and sins. 


4. How the Apostles Carried Out 
The Teaching and Example of Je- 


sus. 


The timing of this beautiful les- 
son in humility, forgiveness and 
restoration of erring Christians was 
exactly right. Jesus knew that that 
night Judas would betray Him. He 
knew that early the next morn- 
ing Simon Peter would curse and 
swear and deny that he even knew 
his Master. He knew that. within 
the three ensuing days all the dis- 
ciples would be in the blackest de- 
Spair, utterly abandoning their 
hope for the resurrection of their 
Lord, He knew that doubting ’ 
Thomas would not believe the 
stories of His resurrection, and 
that even after Jesus“was risen 
from the dead, Simon Peter would 
lead a good number of the apos- 
tles to forsake their ministry and 
return to the fishing business. 
With all that in mind, no doubt, 
the Saviour washed the disciples’ 
feet and taught them to wash one 
another’s feet. 

And they must have taken the 
lesson to heart! It is one of the 
marvels of the New Testament 
that not a single one of the apos- 
tles, or any New Testament Chris- 
tians ever railed at Judas, ever 
accused him, not when Judas 
dipped the sop with Jesus the same 
night, «not when he planted the 
traitor’s kiss on the: cheek of our: 
‘Lord in the garden; not later when 
Judas hanged himself and went to 
Hell! Poor, weak, frail Christians, 
these apostles in humility withheld 
their hot words, and I cannot but 
believe they wept over Judas and 
loved him yet when they learned 
that he had never been saved, and 
when they knew his awful perfidy! 
If they had compassion on Judas, 
surely they were ever forgiving 
and kind in restoring one another. 


Whoever rebuked Peter for de- 
nying the Lord and for his curs- 
ing and swearing? What Christian 
said, ‘I will never hear such a 
preacher as that preach!,” — 
ing of Peter’s sin? 

Who was there that scorned 
Thomas the doubter? 

Who was there to remind James 
and John of their ambition, their 
quarrelsome efforts to be first with 
the Lord Jesus? 

It is the hei of the sn Po 
who e gospels, and ye 
it ion al nt it too of the 
way these apostles received the 
teaching of Jesus, that only John, 
of all the gospel writers, and he 
long after the death of Joseph of 

Arimathaea, tells us that Joseph 
was a coward! (Compare John 19: 
38, Luke 23:50-53, Matt. 27 :57-60). 

Christians, we are no better than 
our Master and Lord. If Jesus 
washed His disciples’ feet, we 
ought to wash one another’s feet. 
That does not mean foot-washing 
as a public church ceremony but
